Heavily of Fertilizers, 


Montgomery, Ala., January 31!1.—(Spe°- 
cial.)—The sales of fertilizer tags by the 
Alabama department of agriculture for 
the mont, of January numbers 782,!65, 
which is for 78,216 tons. This ig com- 
pared to 79,566 tons in January of last 
year and 90,989 gons in the same month) 
of 1904. It is seen, therefore, that the! 
indications so far are that there. is less 
of this class of enrichment used this 
year than last and far less than the year 
before. This is in line with the efforts 
of the cotton association officers to keep 
the acreage down and prevent, if possi- 
ble, a bumper crop of cotton this year. 

There has been inaugurated by Presi- 
dent Seymour, of the Alabama Cotton 


Growers, a campaign of reduction, nop- 
ing to get at least 25 per cent off from
